A 1956 law passed by the Mis-

effective. 

A utility, to change its rates, 
must file a new schedule of 
rates showing the proposed chan- 
ges and specifying the effective 
date, which is to be not earlier 
than 30 days from filing The 
Commission can allow the rates 
to become effective without re- 
quiring the 30 days’ notice, or 
it can suspend the rates for six 
months from, filing pending its 
investigation of the utility’s op- 
erations and earnings. 

After the suspension, however, 
the utility can put the rate 
schedule into effect at the end 
of the 30-day period with a bond 
or other guarantee being made 
to assure refunds to subscribers 
in event lower rates are found 
to be reasonable, officials point- 
ed out. ! 

They emphasized that Southern 
Bell has followed the law and 
that customers will be protected 
fully while the PSC is making 
the investigation into its rates.

“As you apply insecticides to 
control these pests, be sure you 
coyer.--the plants completely. 
Spray or dust both the under- 
side of the leaves as well as the 
top. 

Start your weekly poisonings 
when you see the first insect. 
Don’t wait until you see a lot 
of bugs and a lot of damage be- 
fore you start poisoning. As the 
number of bugs increase the 
harder job you will have of get- 
ting satisfactory control.
